1 . Shoittitle and commencement—<1) These rules may be called the Coinage of Ferritic Stainless Steel Coins of 
Rupe^ Two, Rupee One and Fifty Paise coined with the theme “UNITY IN DIVERSITY’ Riiles, 2005. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their publication in the Official Gazette.
